REMARKS BY CANNON OF ILLINOIS. 


The Amount of the Appropriation •13,- 


OOO.OOO !.«•« Than the Regular and Spe- 
cial Estimate* — Proceeding! In the Sen- 
ate — Novel Flan Adopted by a Nevada 
Candidate tor Dlttrict Judge — Report 
on the Civil Service Commission. 
"WAsniXGTOS ClTT, June 13.— After the 


reading of the journal the house Friday 
went into committee of the whole on 
the sundry civil appropriation bill. Can 
non of Illinois said that the amount of 
appropriation carried by the measure was, 
in round numbers, $28,000,000 This was 
113,000,000 less than the regular and special 
estimates. The sundry civil law for the 
current year provided for an expenditure 
of $25,000,000. The apparent excess in this 
bill was largely accounted for by certain 
extraordinary items. Among these were 
expenditures for the lighthouse iervice, 
the bureau of engraving and printing, the 
»leventh census, the irrigation survey, the 
library building, artificial limbs for sol- 
diers' homes for disabled volunteer sol- 
diers and aid to state homes. 
These 


amounted to $3,700,000. The bill was lib- 
eral, effective and economical. 


An Expenditure of *3O6,OOO,OOO, 


Cannon then gave a statement of the 


attitude of the appropriation bills. The 
fourteen regular appropriation bills as 
reported to the house aggregated an ex- 
penditure of *30G,000,000, showing an ex- 
cess of $35,000,000 over the 
appropriation 


for the current year. This was nearly all 
accounted for in three bills— pension $16,- 
000,000, postoffice $12,003,000, and naval 
18,100,000. The other $3,000,000 resulted 
from the expansion incident to the growth 
of the country. The only bill not re- 
ported to the house was tbe general de- 
ficiency bill, and this would be reported 
before the close of the fiscal year. 


A Favorable Showing. 


There was pending the sundry civil and 


the Indian bills. In the senate commit- 
tee on appropriations were the agricul- 
tural, the diplomatic and posfoffice bills, 
and in the senate committee on commerce 
the river and harbor bill. Pending in the 
senate was the legislative bill. The forti- 
fication bill had passed both houses with 
senate amendments. 
The District of 


Columbia, navy and pension bills were in 
conference. The army and military acad- 
emy bills were in the hands of the presi- 
dent. This was a favorable showing wi'^h 
the condition of the bills two years ago. 


The following amendments were adopt- 


ed: Appropriating $30,000 for a public 
building at Cedar Rapids, Iowa; $10,000 for 
elevator in public building at Peoria, Ills.; 
$30,000 for a public building at Martina- 
burg, W. Va 


In the Senate. 


The senate Friday agreed to the confer- 


ence on the bill for a public building at 
Beaver Falls, Pa., the cost not to exceed 
$50,000. 
Paddock said he had received 


several telegrams from Nebraska in regard 
to outrages by the Cheyenne Indians, and 
asted if any action had been taken by the 
committee on foreign affairs in relation to 
the matter.

member of the senate haa received a 
souvenir in the form of a cabinet photo- 
graph of a man dressed in a suit of store 
clothes, with a nicely polished silk hat 
upon his head and an umbrella under his 
arm, gazing at a knothole in the "dim and 
distant far away." On the back of this 
photograph is the following inscription: 
"Peter West, attoraey-at-law, Reno, Nev.; 
graduated from Iowa State university; 
candidate for United States district Judge 
to fill vacancy in Nevada. Age, 49; height, 
6 feet 10; weight, 195 pouuds. May 20, 
18*0." These photographs are accompa- 
nied by a letter from Mr. West, in which 
he invites the senators to whom they have 
been addressed to co-operate in securing 
him an appointment as United States 
judge, and he incloses the photograph in 
order that they may see what sort of a 
looking man they are assisting. This is a 
novel way of seeking office, but it is not 
proving any more effective than the ortho- 
dox plan.

The Civil Service Commission, 


WASBISQTOS CITY, June 13.— The house 


committee investigating the charges made 
against the present civil service commis- 
sion met Friday and agreed upon a report.

cipline in the administration of the affairs 
of the commission and is therefore cen- 
sured."

Jt is thought the bill will be ready to re- 
port to the senate early next week.

AN IMPORTANT RULING. 


Decision In the O'Brien County, Iowa, 


Ejectment Case. 


SiODX 
CITY, Iowa, June 18.—Judge 


Shiras has filed his decision in the case o: 
Conklin vs. Wehrman, which Is the cele 
brated O'Brien county ejectment case, 
growing out of the attempt about a year 
ago to eject a large number of farmers in 
that county from their homes. The farm- 
era pooled their issues and employee 
counsel, and the trial, which took place 
here in May, was of much interest. The 
court was asked to enjoin Wehrman from 
prosecuting his ejectment suits until the 
title could be settled, and asking that the 
title be quieted in the farmers. 
Judge 


Shiras holds that the farmers have both 
the legal and equitable title, and thai 
Wehrman never had a valid title, and that 
if he had he has slept too long on his 
rights to now assert it. This opinion is in 
harmony with other recent decisions 01 
the higher courts that stale claims am! 
and technical defects can not deprive the 
farmers of the homes they have occupied 
for many years. Several thousand acres 
of valuable farm land are [involved. 


Joint Convention at Topeka, Ksn. 


TOPEKA, Kan., June 13.—A joint confer- 


ence of delegates from the Farmers' Alli- 
ance and Industrial union, the Farmers' 
Mutual Benefit association, the Industrial 
grange, the Union Labor party and the 
Knights of Labor was held at Representa- 
tive hall, attended by about 100 represent 
stives from all parts of the state. The 
conference was strictly secret, representa- 
tives of the press being excluded and every 
precaution taken to prevent the proceed- 
ings being made public. It was decided 
to put full state, congressional, and county 
tickets in the field. A committee was 
appointed to draft a call for a state con- 
vention to nominate a state ticket. 


Shot ami Killed by His Son, 


ELMIRA, N. Y., June 13.—Frank War- 


ren, a commercial traveler, was shot and 
instantly killed at his residence by his 
son Herbert, a 16-year-old boy, at an early 
hour Friday morning. Warren returned 
from a day trip Thursday night and began 
quarreling with his wife. The boy, who 
had been in bed, arose and interfered, 
and, producing a cheap revolver—32 cali- 
ber—shot his father in the right breast, 
with fatal result. Young Warren was ar- 
rested. He takes the matter very coolly 
and he says he saw his father chasing his 
mother about the bed. Seeing his mother 
in danger of being beaten, he fired the fa- 
tal shot. 


Missouri Democrats. 


ST. JOSEPH, Mo., June 13.—In the Demo- 


cratic state convention Thursday balloting 
for supreme judge was resumed. The sev- 
enteenth ballot proved to be the deciding 
one. 
It resulted: Gantt, 273; Thomas, 210; 


Burgess, 12; McFarlane, 82. Gautt's vote 
was nine more than necessary to nominate, 
and when the figures were announced 
there was great enthusiasm over his suc- 
cess. James B. Gantt is a native of Put- 
nam county, Georgia, and during the war 
served in Stonewall Jackson's brigade. 
After the war he came to Missouri, where 
he has been prominent in the legal pro- 
fession. 


A Klch Find of Ore. 
D, Wis., June 18.—A party Just 


in from Jfesambria, tbe newest of the Lake 
Superior ranges, reports the discovery of a 
vein of black magnetic ore at a depth of 
seventy-flve feet. The vein is thirty feet 
wide and has been traced more than amile 
In length. An assay shows 63 per cent of 
iron. The mine is located half way be- 
tween the Wisconsin Central and the 
Bhinelander branch of the Lake Shore 
road. Mesambria range people expect to 
get the road built down there and begin 
shipping from half a dozen mines this 
season. 


A Notorious Thief Arrested. 


BOSTON, June 13.—The Rev. Joseph La 


Garce, with half a dozen aliases, a notori- 
ous thief and confidence man who has 
operated through New England and Can- 
ada for several years, was arrested in this 
city, charged with the theft of 8125 worth 
of jewelry from a Mrs, Zewss nearly a 
year ago. La Garce claims to be a mem- 
ber ot the Dominion Brotherhood, and 
das the robe and outfit of the order. He 
usually -commits his thefts under cover 
of his prieatly appearance.

Accounts 


received here implicate the Cheyennes in 
depredations on cattle herds. There has 
been no murder since May 6, when Rob- 
ert Ferguson, foreman of the Ramsey Cat- 
tle company, was killed by the Chey- 
ennes. His murders are in jail at Miles 
City, awaiting trial.

A Disastrous Wreck on the Con- 


notton Valley Road. 


TWO PASSENGER CARS SMASHED. 


The Wreck Tumbles trpou the Shanty of 


aSnltrliinun, Instantly Killing Him— 
About Fortv of the Passengers Injured 
Jn the Collision—A Washout Causes a 
Wreck in Kentucky In Which Three 
Persons Are Rilled—Other MlslmpB. 
CLEVELAND, Ohio, June 13.—A passen- 


ger train on the Connotton Valley rail- 
road was run into Friday morning by a 
Cleveland and Pittsburg switch engine 
at the crossing at Kewburg, a suburb two 
miles from here. The day coach of the 
passenger train was hurled 
upon the 


switchman's shanty, killing the switch- 
man outright. A second coach was also 
smashed to splinters. It is some distance 
from the city, but it is reported that only 
one corpse has been taken out, although 
there are over forty persons injured. 
The 


Cleveland and Pittsburg trata was mov- 
ing very slowly at the time the collision 
took place, otherwise there must have 
been a considerable loss of life. 


Some of the Injured. 


Mr. W. K. Carver, of iCent, Ohio, was 


quite seriously injured about the head and 
hips; Mrs. Joseph Nash, of Kent, was in- 
jured in the spine and also internally; 
Mrs. 
M. Westfall, of Bedford, Ohio, was 


caught between the seats and her back in- 
jured; she was also cut with flying glass; 
Mrs. Stephen Parker, of Bedford, was cut 
on the head and her back wrenched; Miss 
Ada Fisher, of Cleveland, was seriously 
ahaken up, the shock rendering her tem- 
porarily blind. Rev. Dr. D. H. Muller, of 
Canton, was on the passenger car into 
which the locomotive ran, and was in- 
jured painfully, but not seriously. 


Ban Into B Washout. 


LOUISVILLE, Ky., June 13.—A special to 


the Post from Maysville says: A freight 
train coming west ran into a washout five 
miles above here on the Chesapeake & 
Ohio railroiid about 1 o'clock in the morn- 
ing. 
The engine and twenty loaded cars 


now lie in the bed of the creek. C. C. 
Koodcap, engineer; William Hanaker, fire- 
man, and the head brakeman, name not 
learned, were killed. Their bodies lie be- 
neath the wreck. 


OTHER ACCIDENTS. 


IK'S Freaks at a Funeral. 


MOBEHLY, Mo., June 13.—While the 


funeral of Mrs. John Hook was being sol- 
emnized at Hickory Grove church, near 
Darksville, in this county, Wednesday, ,a 
severe storm of rain, accompanied by 
heavy thunder and lightning, came up. A 
large number of saddle horses were 
hitched to a rack which connected with a 
barbed wire fence. Lightning struck the 
fence and ran along by the horses, four of 
them being killed and twenty knocked 
down. A lady named Mrs. Robert De- 
rigue, who was in the church at the time, 
was severely burned. 


Killed by Lightning. 


DOVER, N. J., June 13.—Thomas A. 


Janson, aged 17, whose father died re- 
cently, leaded a boat on the Morris canal 
and took upon himself the support of his 
mother and four small children. During 
the storm of Wednesday, while he was 
steering his boat on the canal near Stan- 
hope, he was struck by lightning and In* 
stautly killed. His body was blackencqf' 
and a coin in his pocket was partly 
melted. 


Crushed to Death. 


CHrcAGO, June 13.—Frederick Lest, a 


teamster in the employ of Oliver Brothers' 
Lumber company, was almost instantly 
killed at 8 o'clock Friday morning. He 
was walking beside a load of lumber that 
was being hauled up the approach to the 
Center avenue viaduct when a break in 
the planking caused a wheel to sink, 
throwing the entire load on the driver, 
crushing him to death. 


Disaster on the Lake. 


MILWAUKEE, Wis., June 13.—While the 


fishing smack Sea Bird was at anchor on 
the banks, twelve miles northeast of here, 
she was run down by the schooner Fear- 
less. Capt. Charles Bemmelford of the 
Sea Bird was drowned. The only other 
member of the crew was saved by a smack 
which happened to be near. The officers 
of the Fearless will be ai rested upon their 
arrival at Racine. 


Great Blaze at Topefta, Kan.

CLEVELAND, Ohio, June 13.—About 


three weeks ago J. A. Vincent, a chemist 
and part owner of the Gardner Cheraica! 
works on Indiana avenue, Chicago, came 
to this city with a person known as Charles 
O'Connor on a visit. Vincent was 26 years 
old. His companion was much younger, 
of slight, girlish figure, black curly hair, 
blue eyes, and a sweet, feminine voice. A 
few days since O'Connor went to his home 
in Allegheny, Pa., and at noon Thursday 
Vincent committed suicide by jumping 
into the lake from the bluff west of the 
city. Ed Griffith, a boyhood friend of 
Vincent who knew him in Kansas City, 
saw him when he made the fatal plunge. 


Thinks O'Connor Was a Girl. 


Vincent went to Griffith's house Wednes- 


day night despondent and declared that 
he would kill himself. Thursday morning 
when Griffith arose Vinoent had disap- 
peared, leaving a note saying he had gone 
to drown himself in the lake. Hastily fol- 
lowing him Griffith arrived at the lake 
shore just in time to see Vincent leap from 
the bluff. The body has not been recov- 
ered. Vincent left a letter saying he had 
killed himself because Charlie O'Connor 
had gone back on him. Griffith says he 
thinks O'Connor was a girl. Vincent's 
father is an Episcopal clergyman in Kan- 
sas City. 


A Suit for Slander. 


'MONTICELI.O, Ills., June 13.—Samuel 


Bhoades, of Bement, this county, has in- 
stituted a slander suit for $],000 in the 
circuit court of Piatt county against John 
M Camp, charging him with declaring 
Bhoades an outlaw because Ue refused to 
pay his poll tax. The suit grew out of a 
case now pending before Judge Secriat 
between the mayor and city council of 
Bemeut to determine whether the officers 
of that city are legal or illegal. Action 
has been brought by the mayor to oust 
the city mnrshal, claiming he was not le- 
gally appointed and is usurping author- 
ity. 


Royal Visitors Off for Home. 


QUEBEC, June 13 —A large number of 


citizens congregated at the Allan line 
wharf to see the royal visitors, the Duke 
and Duchess of Connuught, off to Liver- 
pool in the steamship Sardinian. The 
party, accompanied by the governor gen- 
eral and Lady Stanley, arrived at the 
wharf at half-past 9 and were given a 
hearty reception. 
The royal pair were 


accompanied to their quarters on the 
steamship by Lord and Lady Stanley, and 
shortly after all four appeared on the deck 
and the duke and duchess bade farewell 
to Canada amid rousing cheers. 


The Cherokeea and Cattlemen. 


ST. Louis, Mo., June ]3.~A special to 


The Evening Chronicle from Little Rock, 
Ark., says: Advices from Cherokee Nation 
say that Chief J. B. Mayes will probably 
call an extra session of the Cherokee legis- 
lature to consider leases made to cattle- 
men which have been declared void by the 
United States government and stock or- 
dered removed. The cattlemen agreed to 
pay $100,000 for grazing privileges, for a 
stipulated period, but now claim that a 
deduction should be made, as the presi- 
dent has forced them to move. 


Charges of Bribery. 


NEW ORLEANS, La., June 13.—Some ex- 


citement was created in the legislature by 
the summoning of Senator Foster and 
other members before the grand jury of 
East Baton Rouge parish, the charges of 
bribery having been taken up by that body. 
It Is believed that the grand jury has en- 
tered upon the investigation at the in- 
stance of the anti-lottery men. The lottery 
people say the investigation will result in 
nothine, as there is nothing to discover, 
and that the antis only took the matter 
before the grand jury in order to keep 
their men in line. 


Found with His Head Cut OH. 


BURLINGTON, Iowa, June 13.—A terrible 


suicide occurred in this city Thursday 
night at 9 o'clock. An old man by the 
name of Joseph Sottle, of Gladstone, Ills,, 
who had come to Burlington on business, 
was found in the "Q" yards with his head 
severed from his body. He had laid his 
neck across the rails with his body outside 
In front of a backing switch engine. Short- 
ly after his death a message acidised to 
him from his son at Gladstone was re- 
ceived asking him to return home as his 
wife was dying. 
To Consider the World's Fair Matters. 


SPRINGFIELD, Ills., June 18.—Governor 


Fifer has issued a proclamation calling the, 
legislature to meet in extra session on 
Jiur tt to ooMid.r world1* fair matur*.

NEW YORK, June IS.—At Thursday's 


session of the national temperance con 
gress tbe feature of the afternoon was tbi 
discussion of the attitude of the labo; 
unions toward the liquor traffic. It was 
opened by Samuel Gompers. He said ai 
a rule that laboring men were indifferent 
to the temperance and prohibition move 
meat. Underpaid laborers unable to pro- 
cure proper nourishment sought relief in 
liquor and looked upon any attempts to 
deprive them of It as a movement to se- 
cure for the rich privileges which they 
could not enjoy. Personally Mr. Gompers 
favored temperance. 


Drunkenness in England. 


John Lloyd Thomas said that drunken 


ness in England was found in its worst 
forms among the skilled laborers—those 
who received the highest pay and had thi 
shortest working hours. 
Mr. Gompen 


flatly denied that this was so and deftec 
any one to prove it. On the contrary, b 
declared sobriety was found among those 
who worked shorter hours and could buy 
nourishing food, while drunkenness wai 
common only among the overworked am 
underfed.

CHICAGO, June IS,—One hundred dele- 


gates from the forty lodges of the Patri- 
otic Sons of America in Cook county and 
from lodges at Joliet, Ottawa, Elgin and 
other cities met at the Grand Pacific to 
devise means of creating a public senti- 
ment favoring the suppression of German 
in the public schools. The meeting was 
enthusiastic and unanimous in the mat- 
ter.

At present the Russian stamps are th 


most beautiful in the world, being priutec 
in water colors, but they will not wash 
Here is a set of Egyptian stamps, most o 
which are circular, as you observe, with 
representations of the Pyramid and th 
Sphynx. This Victoria stamp for £10 ster 
ling is the highest denomination used fo 
postal service in the world. It carried gol< 
dust from Melbourne to Paris. The Wen 
Australian stamps have a swan as their 
prevailing design, you perceive. Tha room 
hole punched through that one in the cor 
aer of the page means that the letter it was 
attached to was mailed by a convict. 


That is the way in which all the stamp 


on convicts' letters are canceled in tha 
part of tbe world. These pretty stamp, 
with the design of a dragon In a fit are 
Shanghai. Heligoland is the only country 
that prints the denominations on itsstamp 
in two languages—English and German 
Most East Indian states use the Britisl 
government stamp, printing the name o 
the state over each one. Oaemnere prints 
its stamps in water colors—from ivory—an 
you observe that the tints run pretty bad 
ly. Japan covers her stamps with compll 
cated geometrical designs, while Guate 
mala employs a green parrot uniformly 
for an emblem.—Interview In Washingtoi 
Star. 


The First Amateur Meeting. 


Tbe first amateur athletic meeting in the 


United States was that held by the New 
York Athletic club, in the Empire City 
Skating rink, on Nov. 10, 1888, the clul 
having been organized Sept. 18 of the same 
year.

As 
there was no acknowledged definition o 
an "amateur" the New York club made a 
sweeping one, and under it the athletes o 
the Caledonians took part in the meeting.

walking. There were 197 entries, and o 
these ninety-five appeared at the meeting 
The records made were very ordinary, tfi 
220 yards dash being run in 68 sec., the> 
quarter mile run in 1 min. 2 sec., and the 
half mile in 2 min. 20 sec., other records 
being in proportion.—Charles P. Sawyei 
in Scribner's.

Little has been written of the locomotive 


fireman. Like the newspaper reporter, his 
identity is sunk in the greatness of bis ma- 
chine and the prominence of his superiors. 
He is seldom Heard from unless he neg- 
lects to jump at the critical moment and his 
name appears hi the lists of the dead or 
wounded. A passing notice ia all he re- 
ceives until he serves the full period of the 
slavery of a locomotive gangway and moves 
trom the fireman's box on the left of the 
cab to the engineer's box on tbe right, and 
then he ia a fireman no longer. 


The speed of the engine depends upon the 


ability of the iireuiau to "steam her," and 
thus the fireman la the important factor in 
running a train. 
Some engines "steam" 


more readily than others, but all of them 
require skill in firing and a great deal of 
work. 
An ordinary swith engine will 


burn about three tons of coal la 2t hours, 
while road engines will burn from six to 
fifteen 
tons. 
The 
heavier 
the 


load or the greater 
the 
speed, 
the 


more 
steam 
and 
coal 
in 
required. 


But the fireman's hardest lot is when his 
run ia heavy and his engine "gets to leak- 
ing."* Engines poorly "packed" or loose In 
their joints will leak steam with astonish- 
ing rapidity, and it requires a constant et 
Curt to keep them up to the working notch. 
The working notch, or "when she pops," 
is on an average about 
135 pounds of 


steam. 
Some engines are set at 110 


pounds 
pressure 
before 
the 
escape 


valve will raise and the extra steam 
escape. 
On ' an 
engine 
where 


the gauge 
reaches 135 pounds, 
the 


fireman aims to keep a pressure of between 
120 and 135 pounds. Sometimes, of course, 
the steam will run down to 110 or 100 when 
the work is heavy, but a good fireman will 
never let her down below that. 
In some 


eastern states tbe number of pounds of 
iteani which an engine may carry is regu- 
lated by law; but in the western states lit- 
tle attention lias been paid to the matter, 
lu consequence, some engineers who are 
possessed of more auibitioa than judgment, 
will rate their engines as 
high 
as 


150 pounds in order 
to 
make 
run- 


ning record, aud it Is a dangerous custom 
which is liable at any time to result In a 
disaster. Not long ago the writers atten- 
tentlou was called to an engine ou a Miss- 
ouri road which did not "pop," or blow off 
steam at 170 pounds. 
The engineer was 


proud of his reputation as a "runner," and 
was foolishly risking his own life and the 
lives entrusted to bis care for the sake of a 
little notoriety. In such cases the fireman's 
lot 
is 
a 
slavish 
one, 
and 
the 


labor 
required 
to 
keep 
up his 


engine 
is 
simply 
tremendous. 


In addition to firing, tbe fireman Is re- 
quired to keep his machine, Inside the cab, 
clean, and "bright works" must be kept 
spotless. 
Such trifling duties as ringing 


the bell, keeping a sharp lookout ahead, 
and watching for signals are thrown in just
